New York, Dec. 12.—A Herald 
London special says: A profound sen- 
sation was produced throughout Eng. 
land yesterday when the announce- 
ment of Plevna’s fall became known. 
The London Stock Exchange at once 
recognized the financial import of the 
great event, and a rapid rise in Rus- 
sian bonds occurred, and the prices of 
all Russian securities rose and main- 
tained a marvelous firmness.

Three month ago 
Senator Jonés'sent a communication 
to ‘y Sherman p the 
passage of the bill and asking that 
new designs for a silver dollar be 
made, and a few struck off for inspec- 
tion by the Finance Committee. In 
accordance with this request Director 
Linderman caused two designs to be 
made, from each of which six speci- 
men dollars were coined at the Phila- 
delphia mint-last week. One of each 
was sent to the President on Satur- 
day, and pleased him and the Cabinet 
so much that Secretary Sherman has 
ordered five more specimens. Sena- 
ator Jones appeared in the Senate yes- 
terday’ triumphantly displaying his 
specimens, which are pronounced to 
be the finest coins ever issued. The 
designs were made by different ar- 
tists, each competing for the adop- 
tion of his work, under a promise that 
the best one would be adopted. It is 
generally agreed by experts that the 
honors will be divided, the faceof one 
and the obverse of the other meeting 
with unanimous approval. The face, 
the Goddess of Liberty in each case, 
however is very fine, and the eagles 
for the obverse: side are both pro- 
duced with skill and spirit. Linder- 
man appears to take much satisfac- 
tion in showing that he is, like a _ sol- 
dier,ready for orders. Although he 
has opposed the silver bill, he is how- 
ever, in favor of the coinage of a silver 
dollar with restricted legal power. 
The bright new coins created a con- 
siderable sensation as they were 
passed around in the Senate Cham- 
ber during Stanley Matthews’ speech 
on his silver resolution. | 
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Governor Hampton’s observations 
upon repudiation, which he sent te 
the Legislature in his message, were 
specified and vigorous.
